While the chap-
lain js presching, tne king is chattering in Ger-
mwan almost as joud ag the preacher—so loud
that the clergyman—it may be one Dr, Young—
he who wrote “Night Thoughts,” and dis-
coursad on the splendors of the stars, the glo-
ries of heaven, and utter vanities of this world
—aotually burst out eryiog in his pulpit beesuse
the defender ot the faith and dispenser of bish-
oprice would not listen to him! No wonder
that the clergy were corrapt and indiderent
amid this indifference mnd ocorruption. No
wondor thut skeptics multiplied and morale de-
generuted, so (ur as they dependad on the infla-
ence of euch & king, No wonder that Whittdeld
cried out In the wilderness—ithat Weslay quitted
the insulted temple to pray on the hillside, 1
look with reverence on those men at that time,
Which Is the sublimer spectacle—the good John
Wesley, surrounded by his cougregation of
miners at the pit's mouth, or the queen’s chap-
lains mumbling through their morning office in
their anteroom, under the picture ol the grest
Venus, with the door opened into the adjoining
chamber where the queen is dressing, talking
scandal to Lord Hervey, or unttering sneers at
Lady Suffolk, who i= kneeling with the basin at
her mistress’ side? Isay I am scared as 1 look
round &t this society—at this king—at these
co at these politiclans—at these bighops
—al this flaunting vice and levity., Where-
abouts in this court 18 the honest man? Whoere
is the pure person one may like? The air stifles
one with its sickly perfumes, There are some
Old World follies and some absurd ceremoninls
about our court of the present day which I
laugh at, but, as an Englishman, contrasting it
with the past, shall 1 not acknowledge the
change of to-day? As the mlstress ol B, James'
passes me now, I salute the soverelgn, wise,
moderate, exemplary of life; the good mother;
the good wife; the accomplished lady; the en-
Hghtened iriend of art; the tender sympathizer
io bher ]I)OODIE’u glories and sorrows,

Of all the conrt of George und Carolive, I find
no one but Lady Buffolk with whom it seems
plessant and kindly to hold converse.

It is not passion; it Is not love; it i3
m antry : & mixture of earnest and acting;

gh-flown compliments, profound bows, vows,
sighs and ogles, in the manoer of the Clelie ro-
mances, and Millamont and Dormcourt in the
comedy, There wus u vast eluboration of cere-
monies and etlquetto, of rapiures—a regulated
form of kneellng and woolng which has quite
passed out of our downright manners. Hen-
riettn Howard accepted the noble old earl’s phi-
landering; answered the gueer love-letters with
due ucknowledgment; made s prolonnd courtesy
to Peterborough's 1|prufouml bow, and got John
Gay to help her in the composition of her Jetiers
in reply to her old knight, He wrote her charm-
mne verses, In which there was truth as well as
grace, “Oh, wonderful créature " he writes
*Oh wonderfal erenture, a woman of reason !

Never grave out of

The grest Mr. Pope alao celebrated her in lines
not less pleasant, and painted o portrait of what
must certainly have been & delightiul ludy ;

1 fancy 1 was A merrier England, that of our
ancertors, than the lsland which we inhabit,
People bich and low amused themselves very
much more, 1 have calculated the maaper in
which statcsmen and persons of coudition passed
their time, and, what wilth drinkiog, and din-
ing, and supping, and csrds, wonder how thoy
got througy thelr business at all, They played
all eorls of gamoes, which, with the exception ol
ericket a1 d tennis, have quite gone out ol our
mavner’ds now., Inthe old prints of Bl James'
Park, you silll see the marks alouf the walk, 1o
note the bulls when the court played at Mull
Faney Blrdeage Waik, now so lald out, and
Lord Jobn aud Palmerston knocking balls up
and dowo the savenue! Mozt of those jolly
gporie belong to whe patt, and the good old
gemes of England are only to be found in old
povels, in old ballads, or the columns of dingy
old newspapers, which say how s main of cooks
is 1o be tought at Winchester between the Win-
chester men and the Hamptlon men; or how the
Coruwall men and the Dévon men are going to
held a great wrestling-match at Totness; and so
on.

A hundred and twenty years ago there were
not only country towns in Eogiand, but people
who Inbabited themn, We were very much more
gregarious; we were umused by very simple
lensures, Every town bad its fiir, every vil
age its wake. The old poets have sung n hiin
dred jolly dittles about great cudgel-nlayiugs,
femous grivning throuch horse-collars, great
Muy-pole meetings, and morris-dances, The
girls usod to ron races clad in very light attire,
and the kind gentry and good parsons thought
no ghame in looking on, Dancmng-bears went
abouot the country with pipe and tabor., Certaln
well kpown tunes wore sung all over the land
for hupdreds of years, and hign and low rejoiced
in that simple music, Gentlemen who wished
10 entertain thelr fenale friends constantly sent
for u band, When Beau Flelding, a mighty fine
gentlemnn, wos courting the !ady whom he
married, he treated her and her companion at
his lodgings to & supper from the tavern, and
after supper they sont out for a fiddler—three
of them, Farcy the three in s great walnscoted
room, in Covent Garden or Boho, hghted by two
or three candles in rilver sconces, some rrapl‘n
and a bottle of Florence wine on the table, and
the honcst fiddier Bluymg old tunes in quaint
old mivor keys, as the besu tukes out one lady
after the other, and solemnly duances with her!

The very great folke—young noblemen, with
their governors, and the like—went abroud and
made the grand tour; the howme satiriats jeered
st the Frenchited and Ttolian ways which they
brought back ; but the greater number of people
never left the country. The jolly squire often
had never been twenty wiles Irom home. Those
who did go went to the baths, to Harrowgate, or
Searborough, or Bath, or Epsom. Old letters
are {ull of these places of pleasure, Gay writes
1o us gbout the ftddlers at Tunbridge; of the la-
dies having merry httle private balls swong
themselves, and the gentlemen eptertaining
them by turns with tes and musie. One of the
young :{wumiw whom he met did pot care for
tes ¢ ' We bave a young lady here,” he saye,
*‘that is very particular in her desires, I bave
known some young ladies who, If ever they

rayed, would ssk for some equipage or title, &
{:uhlmud. or matadores; but this lady, who is
but seventeen, and has £30,000 to her fortune,

laces all her wishes on o pot of good ale.

hen her friends, for the sake of her shape and
complexion, would dissuade her lrom it, she an-
gwers, with the truest gincerity, that by the loss
of ehape and complexion she could only lose a
husband, whereas ale is ber passion.”

Every country town had its assembly-room-—
mouldy old tenements, which we may still sec
in deserted iun-yards, m decayed provineisl
cities, oul of which the greast wen of London
bas sucked all the life, York. ot assize times,
and throughout the winter, harbored a lurge
soclety of northern gentry, Bhrewsbury wis
celebrated for its festivities, At Newmarket I
read of *‘a vast deal of good company, besides
rogues and biacklegs:” at Norwich of two ns-
semblieg, with & prodigious crowd 1n the hall,
the rooms, and the gallery. In Chesbire (itis s
mald of honor of Queen Caroline who wriles,
and who ls longlng to be back at Hampton
Court and the fun there) 1 peep into & country
house nod see » very merry party : ** We meet
in the work-room before nlue, eat und break s
foke or two till twelve, then we repalr (o our
own chambers and make ourselves ready, for it
canuot be called drossivg, At noon the great
bell fetches us into a parlor adorned with all
sorts ol tine arms, potsoned daris, several pair
ol old boota and shoes worn by men of might,
with the stirrups of Kiog Charles I, taken from
him at Hdgehill”—and there they have their
dinner, after which come dancing and supper,
As for Bath, all history went and bathed aod
drank there, Georpe I and his gqueen, Prince
Frederick and his coort, scarce a charncter one
can mentlon of the carly last centory but was
geen in that famons Pump-room where Beau
Nush presided, nnd his picture hung between
the busts of Newton and Pope :

“This pleture, placed these busty between,

Glves satire all lts strenzth;

Wikdom and Wit are little seoen,
But Folly at full lengih.”
1 ehould like to have seen the Folly, I wasno
splendid, embroldered, beruflled, suufl-boxed,
red-heeled, impertinent Folly, and knew how to
make itself respecled. I should like to have
seen that noble 0ld madesp Peterborough in his
bootg (he actuslly had the audacity to walk
ubott Bath in boots!), with his blue ribbon and
stars, and a cabbage under each arm, snd a
chicken 1o his hand, which he bad been cheap-
ening for bis diopner, Chesterfield came there
many a time, and gambled for hundreds, and
erlomed throngh his gout, Mary Wortley was
there, young and besutiful; snd Mary Wortley,
old, hideous, and enufy, Miss Chudleigh came
thore, slipping away (fom one husband aod on
the look-out for another, Walpole pasaed many
& duy there; slokly, supercilions, absurdly dau-
dibed, wod wffected: with & brilllant wit, & de-
Yightrul sensibility; and, for his friends, a most
tender, gensrgus, and faithiul beart, Avd if
you and | had veen alive then, and strolling
down Milsom street—hush] we shounld have
tuken our hats off, as an awful, long, lean, gaunt
Bgure, awathed |y flannels, passed by in its
ﬁhlir. &nd & Livid face lgoked out from {he win-
oW-—greal flerce eyes staring from under a
bushy powdered wig, a terrible frown, terrible
Roman nose—wnd we whisper to one suother,
There hels! s the grest commoner!
